Flint Knappers Carry On Trade In 
Small Suffolk Town 

The natives of West Africa and 
the East Indies have to rely upon 
the small Suffolk town of Brandon 
to supply them with flints for firing 
their old-fashioned rifles, Brandon 
is the only place in the world where 
flint knapping is still carried on. 
The six knappers,: only remaining 
representatives of the craft, can be 
seen at work in little wooden sheds, 
probably on the same spot where 
thousands of years ago Ancient Bri- 
tons knapped the flints into. sling 
stones, arrow, spear and axe heads. 
Tlint-knapping entails three distinct 
processes. First the rough flints as 
dug from nearby pits, are quartered; 
next they are flaked into six-inch 
strips and then cut into the desired 
shape. The flints are knapped into 
four sizes for fitting into the locks 
of muskets, carbines, horse pistols 
and pocket pistols. They are ship- 
ped in barrels of 5,000. :

More Strict Regulations 

Amendments to the livestock and 
livestock products act, introduced in 
the commons by Hon. Robert Weir, 
minister of agriculture, will bring 
about an important change in the 
regulation of poultry hatcheries in 
Canada, it is learned. 

The amendments will authorize 
the department to impose new and 
more strict regulations upon all the 
hatcheries in any province in which 
the provincial government requests 
the federal authorities to act. Giv- 
en provincial approval, the regula- 
tions will be compulsory. 

It is hoped, by these regulations 
to bring the poultry disease, pull- 
orum, under control. It is said that 
many hatcheries in Canada are in- 
fested with this disease and that 
the proprietors have fought shy of 
federal inspection in the past. The 
western provinces are believed to 
favor the amendments.

“Umbrella” Plane Tested 


New Type Machine Travels 185 Miles 
An Hour 

A new type “umbrella” airplane, 
which takes off with a 100-foot run 
and lands safely inside a 25-foot 
circle has been given successful tests 
at Curtis-Wright airport, Chicago. 

The plane has a 12-foot circular 
“spring” inetead of standard mono- 
plane construction, with ailerons en- 
circling “almost half the. circumfer- 
ence of the “umbrella.” It ig pow- 
ercd witb a 125-horsepower motor. 

In repeated tests the plane drop- 
ped to corth at a 60-degree angle at 
a speed slower than a parachute. It 
gained spced on the take-off at 700 
feet a minute and reached an air- 
speed of 135 miles an hour. 

Dwight Morrow, the test pilot, 
said the plane was more stable than 
standard types of craft and that a 
novice could be taught to fly it in a 
few hours.

Two Saskatchewan Leper Cases Have 
Apparently Been Cured 
History of Saskatchewan's three 
leper cases offers a new chapter in 
the record of treatment of this dis- 
ease and throws new light on ad- 
vancement of medical science. 

The second of the three has come 
back from the lazaretto or leper 
hospital at Tracadie, New Bruns- 
wick, apparently cured after four 
years of treatment. 

The first one returned to the prov- 
ince in 1932, after 10 years of treat- 
ment, and has been subject to half- 
yearly examinations since, with no 
sign of a return of the disease. 

Treatment largely is. conducted 
through use of chaulmugra oil, a 
preparation made from the seed of 
‘a fruit grown in the East Indies. °

pounds are more or less unstable, 
and therefore tend to give up nitro- 
gen to_the air. 

Nature caanot build a single ceil 
witLout nitrogen. The marvelous 
properties of all living matter de- 
j Rena in part upon the presence of 
tnis element, Furthermore, it is an 
-essential constituent of all commer- 
ciai explosives such as guncotton 
and trinitrotoluene (T. N. T.) as well 
as of valuable fertilizers such as 
Chile saltpetre and ammonium sul- 
phate, also of nitric acid, ammonia, 
certain useful drugs and medicines, 
and dyes of lovely colors. In spite 
of its apparent inertness and lack of j 
odor, color, or taste, all life would 
sicken and die if deprived of nitro- 
gen or nitrogenous compounds. 
Bountiful harvests and vigorous 
growth of grass, flowers, and trees 
are. obtained only when the soil con- 
tains proper nitrogenous fertilizers. 

For industrial uses, nitrogen is 
‘obtained from liquid air. The chief 
_use of nitrogen in industry is in the 
preparation of ammonia, which is tae 
first step in the manufacture of im- 
portant fertilizers. . Some — electric 
light bulbs are filled with the gas. 
Because of its inertness it does not

Schooling Takes Least Money 


Amount Small Compared With Other 
Expenses In Raising Child 

It costs no more to raise six chil- 
dren and give them. an average 
schooling than to raise seven com- 
pletely illiterate. More is spent on 
clothing a child than sending it to 
school, twice as much is spent on 
nourishing it, and nearly three times 
as much on housing it. The money 
devoted to its formal education can 
scarcely be consi red‘a very formid- 
able fraction of the total sum in- 
volved in, bringing a child to the age 
of self support.’ It would no doubt 
Seem smaller still if seen in compari- 
‘son with the amount that it adds to 
the earning power of the child and 
perhaps insignificant when consider- 
ing the wider mental life that. an 
education opens up to. the individual. 

These and other observations are 
contained in a report on “Expendl- 
ture for Schools as a Factor in the 


Cost of Raising the Canadian Child,” | 
which will be issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics shortly.

e(Serves 6) 
6 baking apples 
_ Beedless raisins 
4 cup orange juice 
2 tablespoons sugar 
Orange slices 
Sugar 
Water 
Quick-cooking tapioca. 

Core apples, leaving cavity at stem 
end. Stuff cavities with raisins. Add 
sugar to orange juice and fill any re- 
maining space in cavities with this.

Holland ‘has adopted Greenwich 
Mean Time. Previously it had’ re- 
tained a time of its:own, known-:s 
Amsterdam time, which was 19 min- 
utes ahead of Greenwich, and trave}- 
lers were often inconvenienced hy 
the discrepancy between the two. Mr. 
Crommelin, Greenwich Observato:y 
astronomer, says. that nearly the 
whole of the civilized world now fol- 
lows Greenwich standard time, It 
was in 1883 that Sir Stanford Flem- 
ing’s scheme for dividing the earth 
into 24 zones to standardize time 
came into operation. By this method 
each of the standard meridians is 
the centre*of a zone of uniform time, 
which changes by an hour in pass- 
ing from one zone to the next.
